INSURANCE KICK IS
ANSWERED

STEAMSHIP COMPANY TAKES IN-
SURANCE OFF PORTLAND CAR-
GOES IN ORDER TO EQUALIZE
MATTERS WITH THE ASTORIA
SHIPPERS.

The Uhumber of Comunerce has secured
& siatement from Viee:Prosllent and
Gonersl Manager R. P. Schwerln, of the
San Francheo wnd Portland Steamship
Company, whereby Portland and Astoria
will be on the same fooling as regurds
the Items of marine insurnce,

Espreially sinoe the destruction of the
steamslip Columbla  there  bhan  boen
miore than usunl dimatisfoction among
Astorla merchants because the cargoes
they bad en route from San Francisco
were total losses, whereas the cargoes
en rout¢ on this stemmship from San
Franclseo to Portland wers belng payed
for in full by this steamship company.

The followlng resolution was passed
by the Chumber of Commerce at the
wieeting held Monday night, August 104

*Whercas, tho Ban Fracisco & Port-
land Stoamship Company is now and has
for a long time been disoriminating
ngainat Astorin shippers in that ship-
pera from Portland have their cargoes
insured by said  steamship company,
while those from Astoria are not thus
caregd for, therefore, be it resolved, that

WILBERG 1S BEING
TRIED

ROBERT WILBERG ON TRIAL FOR
LARCENY—HARRISON ON STAND
—TELLS STORY OF HIS UNDO-
ING.

The circuit court opened yesterday's
procecdings by calling the case of the
State of Oregon va. Robert Wilberg,
charged with larceny. The jury which
was nol completed until 2:43% is com-
posed o fthe following gentlemen: Percy
E. Allen, J. W, Walker, Jas, Finlayson,
Fronk Cunningham, E. M. Grimes, John
Svenson, Frank Brallier, L Myllenbeck,
Geo. E. Hills, M. Devereaux, A. . Miller
and Perry Titus,

Harrison was brought from the county
juil avd placed on the witness stand.
He testified substantially  as  follows:
On the Oth of Mareh he was sent by the
cashier of Skidmore & Co., of Portland,
l-.\ whom he was n.'lll[lI\.'_\ ol as messenger,
fo their bank with money and checks
amounting to about $414. Of this
amount $300 was in gold, silver and
currency, including a $100 bill He had
bien subject to epileptic fits, previously,
and after leaving the store he had o
queds Il-n.'lillg and was not awnre of what
lie hind done until he found himself on
the train for Astorin. After arriving
hore he engaged rooms and started for
the postoffice but found the windows
He mext found himself in the
saloon whereln le became aequainted
with Wilberg, He spent some money
there gnd remained until about 2:30. He
went to his room accompanied by the
defendant who there struck him in the
face. 'They next went to a house he
could . not- specify. Nexy morning  he
mised his money. Everything wus gone
and he complained to the landlord whe,
after he had told his story, ordered him
to move. Objections of the counsel for
the defense ms to his sending for the
chief of police, and what occurred were
sustained by the court. He stated that
ho found $17 in sllver on his “table with
coin wrappera of Skidmore & Company
in the slop jar. Heg had a $5 bill and
30 cents in silver when he left Portland
in addition to Skidmore & Company's
money, He remembered seeing the $100
in the bank book.

His cross-examination by Attorney
Fulton was very severe. During the
cross-examination he admitted that
when he reached Astoria he had o dif-
ferent. suit of clothes on to that worn
by him when in Portland, but did not
know where he got It
